EDISON FINDING NEW PLANTS

GET $15,000 


SAVINGS BANK 


Workers Covered With Re- 
volvers by Masked Men 
—Investigation of Light 
at Midnight Failed to Dis- 
close Anyone. 


The Park Savings Trust Co., 
southeast corner of Clayton road 
ahd De Mun avenue, Richmond 
Heights, was robbed of approxi- 
mately $15,000 before business 
hours this morning by two men 
who got into the place in some 
unexplained manner early today. 


They made prisoners of four early 
arriving bank employes and a 
neighborhood night watchman and 
forced one to open the vault, from 
which the money was stolen. 

A quantity of negotiabie securi- 
ties, the nature and value of which 
has not been determined, also was 
taken. 

Proceeding calmly, the robbers 
took charge of the first employe, 
at 6:40 o'clock, and the last one 
shortly before 8 o'clock, and es- 
caped with their toot a few minutes 
later, shortly before other bank 
workers appeared. They held little 
conversation with their prisoners, 
but asserted that a third man was 
awaiting them outside. No indica- 
tions were noticed by the employes 
of any one stationed outside, how- 
ever. 

The bank, which has a capital 
and surplus of $12,000 is a block 
west of the city limits, near the 
southwestern corner of Forest 
Park and directly east of 8st 
Mary's Eospital. The City Limits 
car line passes it on De Mun ave- 
nue and the Market street car line 
is in Oakland avenue, a half 
block south. Many persons were 
transferring at the trolley inter- 
section while the robbers were in 
the bank, and there was a heavy 
motor traffic in recently widened 
Clayton road. ; 

Two private watchmen in the 
Hi-Pointe residential! section, pass- 
ing the bank last midnight on 
their way to a restaurant for 
coffee, noticed two. lights burning 
in the rear portion of the bank, 
where ordinarily there are no 
lights. One of the watchmen is 
Pat McBride, one of whose em- 
ployers is the bank. It is his duty 
to watch it from the outside during 
the night and to go inside early in‘ 
the morning to see if all is well. 
He has a t:ey to the corner door, 
the only public entrance, 

Gale Austin, who patrols an ad- 
joining beat, wag the other watch- 
man. He related today that Mc- 
Bride called attention to the lights 
and asked him to go inside. Austin 
entered with drawn revolver, while 
McBride turned out the lights. 
Austin, who remained in the outer 
lobby, declared he was positive 
McBride did not go to the base- 
ment nor stay inside ionger than 
was required to extinguish the 
lights. McBride, however, as- 
serted he made a thorough search 
of the main floor and basement at 
that time, and that he was certain 
no one was in hiding there then. 

Janitor Covered With Revolver. 

John Becker, the janitor, reached 
the bank at 6:40 o'clock, admit- 
ting himself with a key at the cor- 
ner door. He walked across the 
rather narrow customers’ lobby to 
the door to the employes’ :section. 
As he uniocked that door one of 
the robbers, who were in the em- 
ployes’' department, stepped in 
front of him and thrust a revolver 
in his face. 

“Don't say a word, but sit down 
on that stairway.” the robber com- 
manded. Becker seated himself on 
the back stairs leading to the base- 
ment, where the bank vault is. 

Becker was unable to describe 
the robbers. He could not see their 
faces, as one.wore. over his head 
a cloth sack containing eager Rice 
his’ eyes and nose, and the . 
face was.covered with a handker-| 
chief and a cap pulled iow. , 

“How many guns are there 
here?” one robber asked Becker. 
"I don’t know.”

She said that Henri Marchand 
had gone on one of his many week- 
end visits to the Cattaragus res- 
ervation and the Jimerson home on 
the banks of Burning Springs 
Creek. His wife was with him on 
this particular trip, but at the mo- 
ment of the conversation concern- 
ing her had left the room. There 
also was present “another party,” 
the interpreter thought an Indian 
woman, Ada Whecler. 

The court stenographer’s record 
of Ann's subsequent testimony fol- 
tows:

Sweeny, and a Negro tire changer, 
Charles Jamerson, were held up in 
the tire shop by three armed men. 
After looting the cash register the 
robbers were leaving when young 
Sweeny grabbed one by the neck 
and attempted to drag him back. 
A companion then shot Sweeny 
through the head. The robbers es- 
eaped, although pursued by 
Sweeny’s prize winning great dane, 
Brownye. and were presumed to 
have used an automobile. 

One of the robbers was de- 
scribed as a foreigner. A tan Buick 
coupe occupied by several men had 
been seen circling the block prior 
to the holdup.

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SAGER GRAND JURY 


TESTIMONY PRESENTED 


In It He Admitted Giving Gra- 
tuities to Féderal Court 
Bailiffs. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, March 29.—Grand 


jury testimony, in which Arthur N, 
Sager, one of the Utah lead case 
defénse lawyers on trial for jury 
bribery, admitted giving gratuities 
to court bailiffs; was read into the 
records in Federal Court yester- 
day. 

Sager, former Circuit . Attorney 
of St. Louis, with Joseph Shalieck, 
and Edward Reynolds, is charged 
with paying John Cruz, a juror; ‘to 
hold out for acquittal in the Utah 
lead mail fraud case which cnded 
in a mistrial.

In his testimony before thie 
grand jury Sager said that Charles 
Beadon, one of the eight defend- 
ants in the mail fraud case, had 
given him $200 to use as “expense 
money” during the trial. 

He said it was customary in the 
Federal building for attorneys to 
tip balliffs and court attendants 
because their “friendly attitudé 
was often helpful.” He said that 
he paid out $65 or $70 in gratuities 
during the Utah lead trial, $5 of 
which he gave to a bailiff to take 
Cruz hone the day that the juror 
wag taken ‘ll.

A machine now in oper- 
ation in the plant of a leading electrical company 
makes electric light bulbs automatically without a 
‘human hand except to feed it with material. It 
needs only a wiper ahd caretaker. It supplants 400 
employes and greatly increases production. A me 
chine in a leading automobile plant makes complete 
automobile rod wheels without human labor, éxcept 
to feed it. It increases production. Industrial en- 
gineers are working for and expecting extraordinary 
results in automatic production. 
We may look forward to diminishing employment 
for wage earners, decreasing cost and increasing pro- 
duction. We may expect increasing indiistrial sur- 
pluses. What shall we do about them? 
We don’t need high protective tariffs. The effi- 
clehcy of our machines puts us beyond competition. 
Our exports are now decreasing. The Department 
of Commerce reports a reduction of exports for the 
eight.months to March this year of $300,000,000 
under the previous period. For the same period im- 
ports declined only 339,000,000. Foreign producers 
evidently cut prices desperately to pass the tariff 
barriers and we need to import raw materials for 
industry. ! 
Some far-seeing manufacturers, anticipating the 
inevitable, are building plants in foreign countries, 
but that, while enabling them to flourish, impover- 
ishes us. They are jumping over our tariff wall and 
taking our industry and trade outside. 

We are facing a situation wholly different from 
that of a few decades ago. We have prospered on 
free trade between the states, but to maintain pros- 
perity wé must havé free trade with world markets. 
We must trade with the world, which means an 
exchange of commodities with other nations. 

Yet with this necessity for increasing foreign trade 
facing us, Congress is ‘preparing to shut off what 
foreign trade we have. Both Senate and Housé have 
agreed to raise our tariff wall higher and will soon 
confer upon the question of the exact height of the 
wall. They are planning for deeper depréssion and 
more unemployment. They turn from the counsels 
of wisdom and obey the dictates of greed. 
Congress is planning to let Grundy and his con- 
scienceless crew of tariff bandits not only rob home 
consumers, but throttle foreign trade.

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CAPONE AS A LEGAL PROBLEM. 
Long a lawless problem, Al Capone is by way of 
becoming a legal problem. Capone maintains a moat- 
ed grange in Florida which he calls home and to 
which he planned to retire when Chicago police in- 
structed him to get out of that town.

Fight Like a Drama.
